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Chance  Dim  of  Easing 
Apartheid^  Says  Report

Dag  Hammarskjold  is  off  on  another  of  his  missions  of 
“quiet  diplomacy”  next  week. 

This  time,  the  United  Nations  scecretary-general  goes 
to  London  to  carry  out  a Security  Council  mandate  to  seek 
ways  to  have.  .South  Africa  soften  or  end  its  racial  segrega- 
tion policy. 

HE  WILL  meet  with  South  African  Foreign  Minister  Eric 
H.  Louw.  Prime  Minister  Hendrik  Verwoerd  was  to  have 
been  in  the  consultation,  but  he  still  is  recovering  from  the 
wounds  of  an  assassin. 

Hammarskjold  will  talk  with  Louw  immediately  after 
the  British  Commonwealth  prime  ministers’  conference,  in 
which  the  South  Africans  already  have  had  a rough  going 
over  because  of  their  racial  discrimination,  or  apartheid, 
policy. 

HIS  CHANCES  OF  getting  them  to  soften  South  Africa’s 
race  policy  are  dim.  But  the  fact  that  he  got  them  to  agree 
to  a conference  at  all  is  a victory  for  his  personal  diplomacy. 

South  Africa  consistently  has  refused  to  participate  in 
U.N.  debates  on  Apartheid,  contending  that  consideration  of 
it  by  the  world  organization  was  an  illegal  interference  in  its 
domestic  affairs. 

Newsmen  generally  do  not  like  Hammarskjold’s  “quiet 
diplomacy.”  It  yields  few  headlines,  and  the  close-mouthed 
Swede — who  tends  to  talk  in  circles  at  his  news  conferences 
— gives  little  inside  information.

close  to  the  United  Nations  ac- 
knowledge that  Hammarskjold’s 
polices  by-and-large  have 
brought  results.  They  were  suc- 
cessful, for  instance,  in  freeing 
U.S.  fliers  the  Chinese  Commun- 
ists held  as  war  criminals.  They 
were  a key  factor  in  averting  a 
major  war  over  the  Suez  Canal. 
They  helped  avert  an  east-west 
showdown  in  Lebanon  in  1958. 

To  a large  extent,  they  have 
kept  Russia  working  to  a degree 
with  the  west  in  the  United 
Nations. 

To  date,  the  record  shows  one 
chief  failure  in  Hammarskjold’s 
quiet  diplomacy.  Despite  repeat- 
ed trips  to  consult  with  Israeli 
and  United  Arab  Republic  auth- 
orities, he  has  not  been  able  to 
solve  the  question  of  freedom  of 
passage  for  Israeli  ships  through 
the  Suez  Canal.

Brigham  Young  University’s 
track  squad  finished  its  seventh 
consecutive  year  of  undefeated 
Western  Division  dual  meet  com- 
petition yesterday  with  an  89-42 
win  over  Montana’s  Grizzlies  in 
BYU  Stadium. 

COACH  CLARENCE  Robison’s 
cindermen  will  defend  their  In- 
termountain AAU  team  title  this' 
Saturday  in  Provo.  It  will  be  the 
first  time  that  the  meet  has  been 
staged  at  BYU. 

The  Cougars  captured  11  first 
places  out  of  15  against  the  out- 
manned  MSU  crew.  The  Cats  also 
swept  two  events  on  their  vic- 
tory trail,  although  no  records 
were  sent. 

Guy  DeHart,  BYU  sprinter, 
and  Ken  Wersland,  MSU  field 
event  specialist,  each  registered 
double  wins  in  the  meet.  DeHart 
woi^  both  the  440  and  220-yard 
runs,  while  the  Grizzly  captured 
the  shot  put  and  discus  events. 

One  of  the  day’s  best  duels 
came  in  the  mile  run  when  Cou- 
gar Gary  Griffeth  out-sprinted 
MSU’s  Gary  Wojtowick  in  the 
time  of  4:18.6.
